July 30.— Notwithstand­ 
ing the Germans have powerfully 
strengthened their battle line run­ 
ning across the Soissons-Rheims 
salient with fresh 
reserves and 
have stubbornly disputed further 
passage northward to the Allied 
troops, the enemy front has been 
compelled to bend back appreci­ 
ably on all sides of the salient, ex­ 
cept at the anchor points resting

to the Ourcq river; eastward along 
the Ourcq, French and American 
troops have crossed the stream at

have debouched from the wooded 
sectors and gained the plains.

Pe.-aimlstlc Americana 
who view 
with alarm our in« raasing national 
obligation» may derive a great deal 
of comfort from a comparison of the 
financial condition of 
the 
United 
State» contrasted w ith that of tier 
many. 
The total ft*3«>»ra«m of the United 
Stale* are estim ated at about $2.»o,- 
000,090.000; 
our annual 
«arnln a 
are eaiim aied at about $50,000,000,- 
000. 
Our national debt, Including 
tho third liberty loan, may be put 
around $ 12,000,000,000. 
Before the w ar our Government 
was »pending about 1 1,000,000,000 a 
year. 
W hen the war is ended, in te r­ 
est charges, l e s ; the Interest collected 
from our loans to our allies. G overn­ 
ment insurant« expenses, and other 
nece»aary expenditure» growing out 
of tlie w ar may conservatively be es 
tim ated at som ething like $1.000,- 
000,000. 
We are confronted, there 
fore, when peace comes, with rais­ 
ing only a couple «»f billions a year 
revenue, a slight task for a Nation 
of such trem endous w ealth, capacity, 
and resource». 
The resources of G erm any before
